It Is a little over eight months 
now since lands have been selling ac­ 
cording to rules and regulations made 
by the commission of Indiana affairs, 
which makes very interesting reading 
majter for persons interestedTh buy 7 
ing the lands. 
It was previous to the y ear 1832 
tha t 
the 
chiefs 
of 
some 
of 
these 
tribes 
wbich 
were 
then 
scattered among the southern sta te/, 
selected this strip of country as their 
future home and it has not been until 
recent y ears tha t our people 
have 
known just how wisely they selected. 
It is said tha t there is no more fertile 
nor richer spot of ground. 
The crops 
here are cotton, corn, wheat, oa ts and 
every thing it seems to me tha t is 
raised any where. 
These men, which 
y ou call “ squaw men’’ before y ou come 
here, many of them are im m ensely 
wealthy by farming and stock raising, 
but until the past five 
y ears the 
greater part of the country has been 
simply a pasture or hunting ground. 
Large mercantile companies then 
formed, leased thousands of acres of 
ground and colonized it, with any one 
they could sub-lease to, and this has 
brought a very undesirable class of 
farmers here. 
A man would drive 
over from Arkansas with his fa m ily 
aud all of his possessions in the wagon- 
He wouldfapply to some one for work 
or land. 
The mercantile company 
would place him upon a piece of their 
land lise this. 
He of course wouldn’t 
have any money to speak of. 
The 
mercantile company give him so much 
laud with the understanding tha t he 
is to raise so many acres of cotton and 
a small amount of corn. 
They ta ke a 
mortgage upon his team and wagonf 
and feed him until his crop is up, then 
take a mortgage on tha t. 
By fall he 
owes so much, interest and a ll, tha t 
his crop is not enough 
to “ pay him 
tuere) tells me tha t her grand papa 
out.’’ So the mortgage is renewed on

set aside for the use of the Indians 
and never gave the subject much of 
any a ttention, boeause we northern 
people were alway s given to under­ 
stand tha t trespassers were not a l­ 
lowed on the Indian domains.

of or expected unless he has kept him ­ 
self informed. 


While it is a fact that white people 
have never, until within the past 
three y ears, been allowed to own any 
land here, it is none the less a fact 
for y ears this country has been im ­ 
pregnated with 
white people, 
and 
there are few Indians who are not 
supposed to have more or less white 
blood coursing in their veins, and the 
same can be said of many negroes 
who are freedmen, for these Indians 
had their slaves the same as the 
whites of the South. 
While these 
Indians have been known for several 
generations as the 
Five Civilized 
Tribes there is no question about it 
when one say s tba t it is due to their 
affiliation with the whites tha t toda y 
they are undone as Indian tribes and

ern people here and many southerners 


but the 
industrious, 
independent 
ppirit of a northern man would never 
permit him to lease land from a mer- 
ciotile company , and until recently 
they have controlled most of the land, 
and even now control a good deal 
It is now about ten y ears since our 
Interior Department resolved upon 
making some radical change in tbe 
Indian affairs of the Territory , which 
was expensive, troublesome and really 
far from being Indian. 
It was decid­ 
ed by a ct of Congress after y ears of 
deliberations 
and 
negotiations 
to 
make United Sta tes citizens of the 
Indians, and to divide the 
lands 
among them giving a certain number 
of acres to each man, woman, and 
child according to the number of peo­ 
ple and the number of acres belonging 
to each tribe, all freedmen and their 
children sharing the same as Indians. 
This la st provision has-been resented 
bitterly by Indians generally , and 
from my own observation I can say 
tha t negros are, as a class, a poor lot 
of property owners and many of the 
Indians also. 
For the purpose of making these di­ 
visions of land aud with a view to re­ 
lieving the government of the care 
aud supervision of these tribes, a com­ 
mission was formed called “ A Com­ 
mission to the Five Civilized Tribes,” 
of which Henry L. Dawes of Mas­ 
sa chusetts was appointed chairman.

the land is worth the effort to get it, 
?or a number of men of means fri m 
Iowa and Illinois have located here in 
order to buy land direct from the 
Indians or negroes. The land a llotted 
to Indians is sold by bid.

day morning a list is made by the 
Indian agent of all lands which the 
allotera apply to him to sell for them.

week from buy ers, the highest bidder 
being awarded the land he bids on. 
There are from tw enty to eighty or 
ninety pieces sold each week, or at 
lea st offered.

The day following the sale, a list of all 
bids and prices offered is published. 
If any or all of this land sold, happens 
to be leased for five y ears, no notice of 
tha t fact is taken, and the buy er does 
what he sees fit to secure the lease. 
These conditions exist in accordance 
with a cts of congress. 
In some cases an Indian leases his 
land for five y ^ars and imm ediately 
offers it for sale through the agent, 
thinking he gains the amount re­ 
ceived for the lease; but 
in most 
cases the white man has persuaded 
the innocent Indian into making the 
lease for his own profit, and 
the 
India n in general is a poor match for 
the grafter’s persuasive arguments. 
Na tura lly leased land does not sell as 
high by bid as it would if it were 
clear, although in many cases these 
people do not care. 
They have no idea 
of the future, but want money a t 
once—any amount offered will do, so 
it is money , and then they buy all 
manner of unnecessary and frivolous 
articles, tbe amount and quality of 
which being 
dependent upon 
the 
greed or conscientious scruples of the 
merchant 
having 
them in 
hand. 
There is no question about tbe mer­ 
ca ntile business being good when tbe 
people have any money , tha t is, these 
na tive people. 
My letter has become so long tha t I

Two solid bodies, one yellow, sul­ 
phur, fhe other black, carbon, unite 
under certain circumstances to form a 
eolurkvs ;; jUid called sulphide of car­ 
bon, which must be handled with much 
precaution ou account of its g reat ex­ 
plosive property. The soluble property 
of sulphide of carbon renders it valua­ 
ble to take spots off g arments. 
If 
its odor is more disag reeable than that 
of benzine or turpentine, it lias at least 
the advantag e of being dispelled q uick­ 
ly in conseq uence of the prompt evap­ 
oration of the iiq uid. There is nothing 
eq ual to it to take off spots of paint on 
clothes. 
Iv does not do it, however, 
without creating g reat fear in persons 
who use it for the first time, for they 
see on the* very place where, to their 
g reat pleasure, the paint had disap­ 
peared a larg e white spot, the nature of 
which is hard for them to define, and 
the more they brush the more unsig htly 
and the larg er that white spot g rows. 
Is then the g arm ent lost? 
No, for 
fortuuately after a few moments the 
spot melts away never to show ag ain. 
It was snow and nothing more. 
The 
sulphide of carbon in evaporating takes 
heat from the cloth and surrounding 
air, and the result of that is a sudden 
lowering of tem perature sufficient to 
freeze the vapor of the atmosphere. 
W ithout operating on your clothes 
you may make the experiment in the 
following w a y ; Fill a small vial with 
sulphide of carbon, taking g reat care to 
do it far from all flame or heated stove. 
Then close the bottle with a cork stop­ 
per throug h which you have previously ] 
bored a small hole. 
In this hole place 
a piece of blotting paper made up into 
a small roll. The paper must reach to 
the bottom or the bottle and about an 
inch above the eork. 
W ithin fifteen 
minutes you will see the outside of this 
paper covered with snow, the q uantity 
of which g radually 
increases. 
The 
liq uid has risen throug h the pores of 
the paper as the oil of a lamp throug h 
the wick. 
When it g ets to the open air 
it evaporates, ana w ater contained in 
the 
surrounding 
atmosphere, 
bein’g 
broug ht to a tem perature below 32 de­ 
g rees, has been frozen. 
If you divide 
the paper outside of the bottle Into sev­ 
eral pieces you obtain flowers and most 
charm ing effects. 
You may make the 
experiment in summer and in the full 
rays of the sun. 
The result will 
obtained then more promptly, evapora­ 
tion being more abundant.
